The Lions club, city officials, and 
local merchants will join in making 
the event memorable and since tho 
stores will be open that evening 
merchants will offer spcical sales 
and other inducements to make the 
trip to the downtown section pro- 
fitable on that afternoon and eve- 
ning. 

Irving Carey, president of the 
Lions Club, has been active on the 
committee for installation of the 
lights, and is chairman for the ar- 
rangements for the ceremony of 
turning on the new lights. 

The new lights will be ready for 
use Monday, but the first use will 
be delayed until Friday evening. 

The project was promoted by the 
Lions club which subscribed $2,500 
of the total cost of $7,500. The vil- 
lage will pay $2,500 and the remain- 
ing $2,500 has been subscribed by 
merchants whose business places 
are benefitted by the lights. 

The 14 standards and lights have 
been erected by the Hyre Electric 
Co., in a staggered fashion to give 
the streets the full benefit of the 
bright lights.

The Bratrudes were on their way 
to Chicago to spend the weekend 
with friends and were crossing Rte 
68 when their car was struck in the 
side by the car of Malcolm L. Hill, 
28, of Lake Zurich. Hill and his 
wife were not badly hurt. 

All four of the injured were taken 
to Hines Veterans Administration 
hospital where Mrs. Bratrude died 
of her injuries at 7:30. 

Dr. Bratrude is suffering from a 
fracture of both arms and one 
shoulder and he probably will be 
in the hospital two months.

Mrs. Margaret Stitt Church will 
succeed her husband, the late Ralph 
Church, as congressman through a 
wide majority. 

The Republican victors in the 
county are: Mtnard Hulse, county 
Judge; Garfield Leaf, county clerk; 
Charles Jack, probate judge; Allen 
Nelson, probate clerk; Hugo L. 
Schneider, Jr., county treasurer; 
Walter Atkinson, sheriff; and W. C. 
Petty, county school superinten- 
dent.

A Big Fight 
The National Retail Dry Goods Association has 
urged all retailers to help in the fight against price 
inflation by doing, among other things, the following: 

1. Avoid all unjustifiable price increases in their 
own operations, **H«1* ( 

2. Resist unwarranted price increases in their 
purchasing from suppliers. 

3. Carefully avoid in their advertising and sell- 
ing all statements which prompt consumers to buy 
merchandise in quantities larger than their current 
needs. 

This is a sound program, and it is a safe bet 
that the great majority of the country's retailers will 
be more than willing to follow it. It is to the great 
credit of the industry that relatively few retailers 
took advantage of the ridiculous — and unpatriotic — 
wave of scare buying that occurred when hostilities 
in Korea began. Most retailers did all they could to 
oppose it. Both chains and independents stressed the 
fact that there would be no real shortage of anything 
if consumers simply kept their heads and bought in 
normal amounts. Many retailers went to ingenious 



length to make the hoarders feel ashamed of himself, 
Many of them also refused to fill orders for goods 
which were of a size beyond alt reason. 

As a matter of fact, retailing has always been a 
leader of the forces which have opposed inflation, in 
peacetime and In wartime. This is sound business for 
the retailer as well as sound policy for the country. 
It does no one any good to make a quick and tem- 
porary profit under conditions which threaten the 
solvency of the nation and the value of the people's 
money. Retailing, on its record, can be trusted to 
fight price Increases to the limit of its ability.-'

* Fight Fire Evory Week 

A short time ago, the 1950 observance of Fire 
Prevention Week took place. It Is officially over. But, 
if Americans are at all interested in the health and 
welfare of themselves and their families, they will 
make every week a fire prevention week. 

Safety from fire — whether in the home, on a 
farm, or in an industrial plnnt — can only be achieved 
by continuous, day-in-and-day-out work. That doesn't 
mean It's a hard job. It isn't. For the most part, it's 
easy. But it is a job which can never be neglected if 
we wish to avoid possible disaster. 

The home which is safe today can be extremely 
dangerous tomorrow. An electric wire becomes fray- 
ed — a stove or a heating plant goes out of adjust- 
ment—someone is careless with cigarettes — flam- 
mable materials are carelessly stored in closets and 
attics— explosive liquids and oil-soaked rags are 
placed where the touch of a spark would set them 
ablaze. It is "little things" such as these that arc rc- 
sponible for the majority of fires. And it Is these 
"little things" which we must look out for— not dur- 
ing one week, but every week of the year. 

The nation's fire loss continues at disgrace- 
fully high levels. Far worse is the fact that, each year, 
fire claims something like 10,000 lives — many of them 
infants and children. Many thousands more are per- 
manently maimed and disfigured. This is the price 
we pay for our carelessness and ignorance. This is the 
grave problem which the annual fire prevention 
weeks are designed to help us solve. We can do it, 
if we only have the will.

To Be Mailed Soon Has 
Pictures of 3 Children 



Throe angel children, one singing 
and the others playing musical ac- 
companiment, are featured on the 
green and red Christmas Seals 
which are being prepared for mail- 
ing to Lake County residents at 
headquarters of the Lake County 
Tuberculosis Association, Mrs. Ger- 
ard Fossland, seal sale chairman 
said today. 

The designer of the 1950 seal is 
Andre Dugo, internationally noted 
artist who gained fame in Hungary 
and Paris for his painting before he 
came to America in 1939. This is 
the second time that he designed 
the Christmas seal, his first appear- 
ing in 1943. 

According to Mrs. Fossland, Mr.

Vets' Discharge Papers 
Can N ow Be Replaced 

Lost discharge papers of Illinois 
World War II veterans can become 
a serious Inconvenience in time of 
emergency if not replaced, the Illi- 
nois Veterans Commission said to- 
day. 

It has been estimated that mors 
than 20,000 Illinois veterans have 
failed to apply for their state bonus 
and other benefits because of lack 
of a discharge certificate which they 
are unaware can be replaced. 

A discharge certificate is a neces- 
sary Item in time of serious illness 
when a veteran seeks admittance to 
a veteran's hospital. Only In ex- 
treme emergencies will veterans be 
admitted without them. 

Any veteran who has lost or mis- 
placed his discharge certificate can 
obtain a copy by filing an applica- 
tion for a "certificate in lieu of lost 
discharge," with any service officer 
of the Illinois Veterans Commission*

ceive assistonce or advice on dis- 
charge certificates or any of the 
other benefits provided by the state 
or federal government at the IVC 
office located at 228 North Gene- 
see St., in Waukegan,

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Returning to Waukcgan after a 
regional meeting of March of Dimes 
in Chicago, Porett said the national 
foundation is now faced with Its 
greatest patient load in history. 

"It now looks as though there 
will be a total of 30,000 new cases 
of infantile paralysis this year," he 
said. "For the week ending Sept. 
30 there were 21,537 cases." 

"Epidemic aid of over $6,500,000 
has already been sent from the na- 
tional office of the foundation to 
chapters which have exhausted their 
funds. Monthly drain upon the 
foundation treasury is now over 
$1,000,000 a month. At this rate 
epidemic funds will be exhausted 
by Nov. 1. 

Polio officials hope to remedy the 
situation by obtaining money from 
chapters with surplus funds. Ad- 
vance gifts generally received in 
November and December before the 
regular March of Dimes drive in 
January will be divided and 50 per 
cent of the contributions sent to 
national headquarters. 

Lake county with 23 new cases 
and a backlog of 40 from last year 
has expended $43,000 in caring for 
polio cases this year. The Lake 
County chapter is asking national 
headquarters for $11, GOO to carry 
it through this year. 

"The situation is serious and it is 
hoped that the many working vol- 
unteers will be received with open 
hearts and pocketbooks in their en- 
deavor to collect advance special 
gifts which will be credited to our 
1951 campaign drive," Porett said. 

He said the present crisis for the 
national foundation was due to rec- 
ord epidemic of over 42,000 cases 
last year. This added to thousands 



of patients still requiring aid and 
the unexpected epidemics of 1950 
drained the treasury. 

So far, Porett said, the national 
foundation h*s shipped 436 iron 
lungs to places where they were 
needed to save lives. For emer- 
gency duty there were recruited 
this year 92 physical therapists, 
1,452 nurses, and in addition, con- 
sultants, polio aid teams, epidemi- 
ologists and resident physicians.

Mrs. Gerard Fossland of Winth- 
rop Harbor has been named chair- 
man of the 1950 Christmas Seal 
sale for Lake County, according to 
an announcement today by Dr. 
Thco. S. Proxmire, President of the 
Lake County Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion which will conduct a seal sale 
in the county from November 20 to 
December 25. 

The seal sale in Lake County is 
part of the 44th annual Christmas 
Seal sale to be conducted through- 
out the country by the 3000 tuber- 
culosis associations affiliated with 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. The seal sale is the sole appeal 
of the voluntary associations for 
funds to conduct their year round 
programs of tuberculosis prevention 
and control. This year will mark the 
42nd year that Christmas Seals have 
been sold in Lake Co. 

This Is the second year Mrs 
Fossland has served as chairman of 
the tuberculosis Christmas Seal sale, 
Dr. Proxmire said. She was chair- 
man last year when Lake County 
won the cup for the highest gross 
seal sale in the State of Illinois 
outside of Cook County. The total 
was $43,055.42.

It has been anounced by Sgt. 
Miles I. Lihn, army air force re- 
cruiting officer for this area that 
new regulation adjustments again 
authorize the Waukegan Recruiting 
office ot 325 Washington st. to en- 
list men for 21 months and for 2 
year enlistments. 

This new ruling, effective im- 
mediately, applies to army enlist- 
ments only. Men desiring to enlist 
for the air force must still sign for 
4 year tours. The 2-ycar tours are 
restricted to men with no prior mili- 
tary service. With the exception of 
the above all other eligibility re- 
quirements are the same as for 3 
and 4 year tours. 

The 21 month enlistment differs 
from the 2 year in that the appli- 
cant must be between the ages of 
19 and 25 inclusive. Also, certain 
men with prior service in the armed 
forces can enlist under this category. 

The importance of the revival of 
these short term enlistments, ex- 
plained Sgt. Lihn, is that they in- 
clude all the benefits and peroga- 
tives that go with the normal 3 and 
4 year enlistments; such as being 
able to attend service schools of 
one's choice and applying for and 
attending Officer Candidate schools, 
whereas the draftee is not eligible 
for these and other benefits. There- 
fore, the sergeant added, it would 
be very much to the advantage of 
all draft eligibles to give serious 
thought and consideration to a short 
term enlistment rather than wait 
to be drafted. 

Another important change just 
announced is that men enlisting for 
the Army will no longer have a 
choice of branch after Nov. 1 other 
than to enlist for Airborne Infantry 
or the Far East Command.

"This manner of selection," Ralls 
continued, "for Armed Forces duty

Kansas City, Mo.— Inequities In 
present regulations regarding ..the 
call to active duty of reservists and 
guardsmen and of men drafted for 
the armed forces were scored today 
by Commander-in-Chief Charles C. 
Ralls, Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the United States. 

Ralls said that the present sys- 
tem of calling national guardsmen 
and reservists, without regard to 
family ties, former disabilities or 
other causes for which drawees are 
deferred, is not compatible to the 
V. F. W. 

He called for early revision of 
these regulations so that a more bal- 
anced and justifiable program could 
be arranged in building up Armed 
Forces personnel. 

"Men who have served their 
country," Ralls declared, "have ne- 
ver hesitated to answer that call 
again; but we do feel that there 
should be an equalization between 
those who have ncver-<wom a uni- 
form and those men who have pre- 
viously jeopardized their safety in 
the nation's interest.' ^' . 

"One glaring inequity seems to be 
that inactive Reservists with service 
disabilities ranging up to 30 per cent 
or more are being recalled and 
placed on limited active duty. Cer 
tainly, some of the deferred draftees 
could also serve on limited duty 
where some physical qualities may 
be lacking. 

"The V. F. W. is also on record as 
favoring the advance of the draft 
age to 35 years and tightening up on 
deferments which might give the 
Selective Service Boards a greater 
opportunity to work out a justifi- 
able program," he said. 

"While I understand that the 
House Armed Services committee, 
of which Rep. Carl Vinson is chair- 
man, has under consideration cor- 
rective legislation to present to Con- 
gress upon its return to WashinR- 
ton on Nov. 27, the V. F. W. feels 
that something should be done for 
those who have already been in- 
ducted under this unequal setup. 

"It seems to us to be eminently 
unfair to call Reservists and
